HIS Government either can't or will not 
maintain it ſelf upon the Principles upon 
which it was made : Thus it ſins againft che 
Holy Ghoft of the Revolution. | 

The Convention choſe a Speaker, who was choſe up- 
on a Corporation-bottom : They thrice ſuſpended 
the #abeas-CorpusAtt, and thoſe at the Helm had. an 
inclination to have again ſuſpended it ; They ſctrled 
Martial Law 3 They gave a Liberty of Conſctence, to 
increaſe the number of Diſlenters, and yet continued 
the Sacramental Teft, to keep them out ot, Employ- 
ment, whereas they ſhould have incorporated them; 
They Abdicareda King, and call none of his Minifters 
to Account, but employ many of them They virtu- 
ally allow the Power of the People over Kings, and 
yet ſend out a Proclamation againft Zudlow , &c. 
Thus much for the Convention : Now for K. William. 

He is avaritious of our Money, and as laviſh ia 
laying it out, and lets the Trade of Engl:nd fink ; He 
is fond of an Army, which is the pranatural Force of 
England, and ſuffers Dilapidations in its Naval Walls; 
His beloved Favourites are but little belov'd by the 
People; He is ſo far from being (as *xgliſh.men 
like) Popular and Debonair in his Carriage, that he 
is Sowr, vilent, Sullen, and almoſt Inſolent ; to be 
ſure Unmannerly, for there is a Decerum even due 
from Kings 3 He places all his Hopes in Foreign 
Troops and Foreign Confederacies; inflead of court- 
ing the People, putting the Subjetts of this Ifſand in- 
to the Balance of his Aﬀairs, and truſting to their 
Strength ; He ſhews too grolly his love of Arbitrary 
Power, though he was bred in a Commouwealth, and 
| though the Kings of Great Britain are the Head of a 

- Democracy, and though he is King upon an Ekitive 
bottom ; He is ſo mean, as to crouch to his Enemies 
every where, and forſakes his firft and faſteſt Friends ; 
Trever the Keeper of his Conſcience, Pembroke of his 
Privy-Seals, and Nottingham of his Secrets ; my Lord 
Faulkland the DireRor of his Fleet, Rocheſter and Sey- 
ur in his Council, Ranelagh Pay-Maſter of his Army, 
and in his Privy-Council too, Blathwayre Secretary of 
War, ©. and very manyothers of the Regency-Men 
in good Places. The Lieutenancy of London, and the 
Officers of the Militia all over England, are inftances 
how he courts his Enemies, Cornbury, old Maynard, 
Halifax, Delamere,Shrewsbury,Torriugton, Merlboroughb, 
wildman, Manley,Fack How,and others, are Examples 
how he values thoſe that have faithfully ſerved him. 
His ſighting the Whigs, whoſe Religious and State- 
Conſcience ſuits beft with his Title, is ſuch a Solzciſm 
in Politicks, as was neyer before committed by any 


Man in his Wits ; and to flight them ia Sea-fervice, 


whilſt Wapping produceth the Sea-men, is next to' 
Madneſs. And *tis as mad to expe& an Army to 
fight for him, which he hath paid no better than he 
does the Sea-men and his Servants, or the Tranſport- 
Ships. . Sure England will be weary of ſuch Confede- 
 Tate-Disbuvrſments, when of all we give ſo little is 
beſtow'd on ourFellow-SubjeRt, or returns into Eng- 
ziſþ Coffers. We can never maintain -all the hungry 
Princesabroad, that will take his promis'd Annuities; 
hor can thoſe that he expe&s ſhould ſerve him here; 
doit without Pay. 3 : 
As to the preſent Parliament, it isas well Pexfion'd 
as Officer'd; and as foon as a Patriot, or Tribune of 
the People ariſeth, he is ask'd his Price. They have 
choſe a Wi@epSpeaker, who once had good regaids 
for King FAME S; They give away our Money, 
without asking bow z What was formerly given has 
been laid out, and in ſuch plenty too, that they did 
not well know where to raiſe.it ; and at laft raiſe it 
upon ſuch Funds, as will at length make us feel the 
weight of Taxes. And they forget to make one 
Fopulay A#, to make us amends for all our Expence 


of Blood and Treaſure. They ſaw no faults in our Ad- 
miniſtration, and thereby are thoughc by many ho- 
neſt Engliſh-men (who arc no Facobires) the Reproach, 
rather than the Aepreſentativ-s of our Countrey, In 
this Parliament the very Whigs threw out the Bill for 
Trials” in Caſes of High-Treaſon, and have thereby 
demonſtrated , That for the pleaſure of hanging a 
few engaged in King FAME S's Quarrelnow, they 
are contented to be themſelves, and have ail their 
Pofterity hang/d hereafter. And whereas they on ail 
occaſions pretend to quarrel with the Lords,they ſhew

Contratt was granted ; therefore leſs could his Errors 
Excuſe ſuch uſage from a Church that owns more De- 
ſpotick DoQrines: Thus the Juftice of Providence is 
engag'd for Him, and all Partics are diſappointed, and 
will be more and more fo, the more he ſees and re- 
pents his former Erroors I muſt cenfe(G.I think lim 
a Juit Man, that defign'd the General Good of Fng- 
land; yet 1 think he was groſly mitled, and 1 am no 
Advocate for the Male- Adminiftrations of his Reign, 
n which 1 thank God I had nothing to do. I think 
there were Invaſions made upon our Liberties and 
Property, ani Attempts upon our Religion : yet he 
could by our Laws, do no wrons in his own-Pe 
] thipk the Nation may ſo reftore him, as ro ſecure 
all thoſe good things to us better under Him than any 
other way. A King who has buta ſmall FaQtion is the 
ſateft King : But Our whole Conſtitution is in dan- 
ger, whenever we part with the Royal Line. An In- 
ſurreQion might haye been: juſtified according to. my 
Principles $ The refuſal of the Army to fight againſt 
our Liberties and Religion, would have been honou- 
rable : bug the invitation of a Foreign Prince," and a 
deteQion from our Natural One to joyn him, was too

'And yetthere may be ways fti!] found out to redreſs 
and recover all, without thoſe dreadful hazards with 
which ſome afright themſelves and others ; nogueeds 
the French King be an Obftacle, who can even; head 
and maintain {Repablicon Fation. in ZoZrnd, Bur 
theſe methods are not fit to be ſet down. in writing ;

eur Body-Politick. And it's a ſhame to our Inteiledts, 
as-well as a National Lots; that it ſhould be notoriouſly

Sure, after all this, we ought not to 
laugh at the /riſh for want of underſtanding ; as unfor- 
runate as they are, they havenot been fo inflirumental 
towards the inaking themſelves ſo. 

But that which is the moſt fatal Symptow,our worft 
Prognoftick, is, That all the ſeveral ſorts of people who 
are Friends to this Government, have out-liv'd, and 
bare-fac'dly contradia their former Opinions.

the Common Good be purſu'd ; and care not what Gar- 
ments the Clergy wear, upoa condition they meddle 
not with the State, but Preach good Morality, ane 
Live better. Neither the Zuzzaing Tories, Whigs of 
flingy Principles, nor Viſionary Papiſts, can adjuft our 
National Differences and Diſputes, 
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
